LOOK AFTER YOUR BARLEY. 


This year the farmers round Edmonton 
have a market for their Barley—and it be- 
hoves them to watch it and look after it 
with better attention than they have done 
in former years. This market is British 
Columbia, and Calgary. Advices received 
from the Pacific coast state that the Brewers 
there will take all we can raise. British 
Columbia is shipping in all it can get from 
Manitoba and points East along the line. 
Heretofore there has been no demand for 
barley for brewing purposes, and the farm- 
ers have neglected it, leaving it to lay out, 
and not caring for it in the same way 
they have their wheat and oats. This year 
the crop of barley is larger and better than 
last year’s crop, and if properly looked after 
should yield the producer a good round 
margin of profit. 

Particular attention should be paid to its 
color, and to preserve it from the rain, as 
while its color does not effect it so much for 
ordinary uses, it iseverythingin brewing. In 
Calgary there is a limited demand for good 
barley, also for brewing purposes, and be- 
tween there and Edmonton,as well as bet ween 
Edmonton and the Pacific Coast it is expect- 
ed the C. P. R. will give reduced rates.

ALBERTA TO THE FORE. 


The Winnipeg Free Press in the issue of 
Angust 16th, contains an account of an 
interview with Mr. Andrew Osler and Mr. 
James Taylor, both practical farmers, who 
were sent out by the Dundee Daily Courier 
and Dundee Weekly News respectively, to 
study the conditions of agriculture in Cana- 
da and the United States. It will be grati- 
fying to the people of Edmonton to known, 
that in all their tour through America, 
Manitoba and the Northwest, these gentle- 
men saw no section of the country so favor- 
able to farming as the valley of the Saskat- 
chewan. After speaking of British Colum- 
bia, andthe prosperous conditien of the 
country generally, they goon to say, to 
quote their own words: 

“At Indian Head and Brandon we saw 
large areas of excellent wheat; in fact, judg- 
ing from appearance, no better could be de- 
sired. We do not, however, approve of the 
system of farmers putting all their eggs into 
one basket; and would rather recommend a 
mode of mixed farming, such as we saw at 
Edmonton.

Mails are also made up at Edmonton for South Ed- 
monton, Wetaskiwin, Lacombe, Waghorn, Red Deer, 
Innisfail, Bowdoin and Oijds on the C. & E, line. 
The mail for Leduc, P. 0. is made up at South 
Edmonton, and for Holbrook at Calgary. 


HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS. 


All even numbered sections excepting 8 and 26 are 
open for homestead entry (160 acres) by any person 
eole head of a family, or any male over the age of 18 


years. 
ENTRY. 

Entry may be made personally at the local land 
office for the district in which the land te be taken 
is situate or if the homesteader desires he may, on 
application to the Minister of the Interior, Ottawa, or 
the Commissiouer of Dominion Lands, Winnipeg, 
receive authority for some one to be named by the 
intending settler near the local office to make the 
entry for him. Entry fee $10, or if cancelled land $20. 


DUTIES. 


Under the present law homestead duties may be 
perforined in three ways, to be decided on making 
entry : 

1. Three years’ cultivation and residence, during 
which period the settler may not be absent for more 
than six months in any one year wWithont forfeiting 
the entry. 

2. Residence for three years within two miles of 
the homestead and actual residence for 3 months in 
a habitabje house next prior to application for patent. 
Ten acrés must be broken the first year after 
entry, 15 acres additional in the second and 15 in 
the third year; 10 acres to he in crop the second 
year, and 2 acres the third year. 

3. A settler may reside anywhere for the first two 
years, in the first year breaking 5 acres, in the second 
cropping said 5 and breaking additional 10,also building 
a habitable house. The entry is forfeited if residence 
is not commenced at the expiration of 2 years from 
date of entry, Thereafter the settler must reside 
upon and cultivate his homestead for at least six 
months in each year for three years. 


APPLICATION FOR PATENT 


may be made before the local agent, or any home- 
stead inspector. 

Six Months’ Notice Must be Given in Writing to the 
Commissioner of Dominion Lands by a Settler of his 
Intention Prior to Making Application for Patent. 

PRE-EMPTIONS are by law ABOLISHED, and may 
not be entered for after lst January, 1890. 

A Second Homestead. 
may be taken by anyone who has performed the 
duties to entitle him to a certificate of recommenda- 
tion for the first homested on or prior to the second 
day of June, 1889. 

Forfeited or cancelled Pre-Emptions may be taken 
as second homesteads. 

All communications having reference to lands 
under control of the Dominion Government, lying 
between the castern boundary of Manitoba and the 
Pacific Coast shouid be addressed to.
